Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the applied prior art does not teach the 
invention as claimed and as disclosed. Examiner disagrees as Hirao in view of Flory and further in view of Hardy 
teaches the invention as claimed, inter alia a fan controller, an energy storage apparatus to ensure continued power 
supply during operation without interruptions (Flory), current limiting element (62, Flory) is configured to ensure that the 
circuitry has sufficient current to operate when the storage element is storing power and Hardy discloses a current 
limited charge circuit wherein the current limiting element is a PTC. Specifically applicant argued that the diode of Flory 
is not a current limiting element. The examiner disagreed because the Flory diode controls the amount of current via its 
biasing voltage. In addition, applicant argued that the incorporation of the PTC within the combination is novel. The 
examiner disagreed, because the PTC is a commercially available item used for its stated and intended use .
